The inventions listed as Groups (l-V) do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature in all groups is the caprolactone-modified epoxy resin. This common 
technical feature cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because it 
is disclosed by the prior art of Koichiro et al. (JP 2002-146319). Koichiro discloses a 
thermosetting adhesive capable of exhibiting temporary adhesion prior to thermosetting 
wherein the adhesive comprises 5-80 wt% of carpolactone-modified epoxy resin (see 
abstract). 

Due to complexity in the restriction requirement a telephone call was not made to 
applicant's attorney/representative to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 



include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the
